The  flowers  are  white,  slightly  tinged,  sometimes  quite  fragrant, 
in  terminal  clusters,  and  always  in  evidence  from  June  to 
November.  These  are  daintily  set  off  by  the  luxuriant  growth 
and  rich  foliage. 

The  leaves  are  evergreen  in  the  South  (where  it  is  especially 
at  home),  while  northward  the  winter  foliage  is  correspondingly 
less.  In  the  far  north  it  is  not  hardy.  About  Philadelphia  the 
tops  are  frequently  winter-killed,  but  never  the  roots,  and  this 
has  seemed  good  rather  than  harmful — the  enforced  pruning 
keeps  the  plant  low  and  gracefully  bushy. 

An  indispensable  plant  to  give  artistic  touch  to  a planting, 
as  against  house  and  porch  foundations,  rustic  garden  structures, 
fences,  etc.;  or  plant  it  in  masses  in  shrubbery  borders,  in  beds, 
groups,  or  as  a solitary  specimen. 

It  thrives  in  almost  any  kind  of  soil,  and  is  quite  adaptable  to 
rather  poor,  light  places,  and  in  partial  shade.

COLOR  VALUES  IN  FOLIAGE, 

FRUIT  AND  BARK 

GRF,EN  is  the  normal  acceptable  color  in  the 
vegetable  world;  we  oppose  any  natural  plant- 
ing that  makes  another  color  dominant.  But 
just  as  the  sun’s  rays  produce  lights  and  shadows, 
and  its  rising  and  setting  lights  tint  the  objects  on 
which  they  rest ; as  the  atmospheric  conditions 
cast  a purple  hue,  or  the  blue  sky  unconsciously 
produces  its  reflection  in  the  things  of  earth,  so 
may  the  artistic  hand  of  man  assemble  nature’s 
gems  to  form  a beautiful  color  picture.
